SUCICIDE IN JAIL. 


Dewitt Stocker of Carson Commits 
Suicide by Hanging. 

This morning’s Carson Appeal 
says: Yesterday afternoon about 1 
o’clock Deputy Sheriff Doron found 
the body of Dewitt Stocker hang- 
ing by the neck to one of the iron 
doors of the county jail. It was 
suspended by a piece of baling rope 
which Stocker had formerly worn 
about his body as a waistband.

defeat the enemies of silver mining, 
the men who from selfish motives 
have by the help of the money pro 
vided by the national banks, defeated 
and crippled every effort on the part 
of our Senators to encourage legiti- 
mate mining. The stock rs 
who have for years existed; and many 
of them becoming millionaires, not 
off the legitimate product of the 
mines, but from manipulating. the 
stock ‘and giving it a fictitious yalue 
for the sole purpose of inducing the 
working man to invest with the ex- 
pectation of obtaining a fortune in a 
short time, must go. The broker 
toils not, neither does he spin (unless 
it is big yarns); yet he lives on the 
best the land affords, and at the ex- 
pense of the laboring classes, who 
foolishly invest their earnings in the 
expectation of snddenly becoming 
rich, They daily see their broker 
riding in his carriage enjoying life, 
bot never stop to consider from 
whence comes the money to support 
him in this style. The day has ar- 
rived when mining must: be pruned 4 
of all the barnacles, which now eat 
up its legitimate esrnings. Men 
must be sent from the ‘mining States 
and Territories “who will pledge 
themselves to unite and endeavor to 
defeat the measures, which the 
enemies of silver are using to cripple 
our great industry, or the Mining 
States and Territories had. better be 
turned over to the festive jack rabbit 
and the howling coyote.
